THE KILLING OF MAMIE KYLE, 


a little girl only 9 years of age, whose par- 
ents live at No. 64 Thirty-fifth street. While 
attempting to cross Cottage Grove avenue at 
Thirty-tifth street on her way home, shortly 
after the beginning of the storm, she was 
run down by Cottage Grove avenue car No.

Accounts of Very Warm Weather in 
Different Portions of the

What: Is Expected of the Cattle-

Asa general rule the Chicago storm oc- 
| Curs after aspell of hot weather, bringing 
With it a clearing influence upon the atmos- 
phere and insuring a season of delightful 
coolness. The atmospheric disturbance 
which raged yesterday morning, however, 
reversed the rule, making its appearance at 
the chose of a very cool spell, end being fol- 
lowed by close and sultry weather. During 
the evening previous a south wind arose, and 
North and West diders became alive to the 
fact that the odor of Bridgeport was being 
wafted through their open windows. At 
about 100’clock in the morning the storm 
commenced, and lasted furiously for over an 
hour. Dense clouds gathered overhead, 
among Which the livid lightning darted, em- 
phasizing the prevailing darkness, 
which at one time was so marked 
that the night-jars were deluded 
into the belief that the evening had come on 
somewhat prematurely, and flew about utter- 
ing their discordant cries. The lightning 
was very near at hand, and its ominous 
crackle bothered considerably the occupants 
of offices containing telephone and tele- 
graphic connections. The rain-storm was one 
of the heaviest of the season. Uwbrellas 
were of no avail against the downpour, and 
even the street-corner venders of the 50-cent 
article were forced to for shelter. 

At a few minutes after 10 o’clock, when 
the storm was at its hight, 
THE LIGHTNING FELL UPON THE BRIDEWELL, 
carrying consternation to the hearts of a ma- 
jority of its inmates and injuring three of 
them, though not very seriously.

SIGNAL SERVICE. 

OFFICE OF THE CHIEF SIGNAL OFFICER, 
WasHINGTON, D. C., July 2i—1 a. m.—The 
Chief Signal Officer furnishes the following 
special bulletin to the press:

HOME GATHERINGS, 
DISMASTED SIN A GABE. 

Information was brought to this port yester- 
day that the schooner Flora Emma was stripped 
of her canvas and a portion of her masts during 
the gale on Lake Ontario last Saturday after- 
noon. The vessel was proceeding from Oswego 
to Oshawa loaded wath coal, and when off Port 
Britain, three miles west of Port Hope, was 
struck by a heavy gust of wind, carrying off the 
jibboom first, thea the foretopmast, followed 
quickly by the foremast head, the main top- 
mast, and mainmast head- ropes, and everything 
coming tumbiing down, leaving the portions of 
the main masts completely bare. The jib top- 
sail had been furled, and the sailors were just 
hauling in the gaff topsail when the gale struck 
the vessel. As the wind was blowing north- north- 
west, the vessel drifted down the lake until the 
Port Hope tug went to the rescue of the crew, 
when the wreck was brought into Port Hope 
harbor. It will cOst about $1,000 to repair the 
damage, as a complete set of new masts will 
have tobe putin. The loss is covered vy insur- 
ance. The vessel was sailed by Capt. Sam 
Pheip, of Port Hope. 

LAKE FRRIGHTS. 

Grain freights were dull, there being little 
room on the market and apparently little de- 
mand. The rate to Buffalo on corn remained at 
2½ cents, most of the charters being for steam.

"The leading produce markets were generally 
stronger yesterday, with more doing in provis- 
jons, and only moderate activity in breadstuffs, 
except that oatssold freely. There was more 
disposition to take hold of pork product, with 
some disappointment with regard to the receipts 
of hugs, and speculations in regard to avery 
light run the coming winter, owing to an exten- 
sive killing off the (young) pigs by the frosts of 
last winter. Wheat was strengthened by news 
of poor out-turn under the thrashing- machine. 
and reports that the. army-worm is com- 
mitting serious ravages. Oats were also 
reported to be suffering from that pest. Corn 
was again higher, with a continued good de- 
mand by shippers and shorts for this and next 
month, but with less disposition to follow up the 
advance in the case of the longer futures. Our 
receipts of corn again contained a very large 
proportion of the lower grades. Oats were 
active, without much change from the fig0res 
of the day before. The most marked advance 
was in July, which closed e higher than the 
highest figures of Tuesaday. The prominent 


| feature of the market was the heavy trading in 


August, September, and the year, which deliv- 
eries, although fluctuating constantly, closed at 
about Tuesday's prices. The latter dealings 
were reported to have reached an aggregate of 
1,000,000 bu, the sellers being the managers 
of: the pending deal, and the buy- 
ers ‘representatives of the “short’’ interest. 
Mess pork closed 5c bigher, at 817.8266 17.85 for 
August and the same for September. Lard 
closed firmer at $11.83@11.87% seller August and 
SLILS5@1L.57% ‘seller September. Short ribs 
closed loc higher, at $8.82',@8.85 for August and 
88.95% 8.97% for September. Wheat closed %c 
higher, at $1.15%@1.15% for August and $1.15% 
@1.15'4 for September. Corn closed Ge 
higher, at MGG for August and the same 
for September. Oats closed Ge higher, at 
Anne for July, 30% @80%c for August, and 
204,29%e for September. Rye closed firm, at 
Nie bid and $1.00 asked seller July, }44™'4c 
seller August, and sold at 85@86c seller Septem- 
ber. Barley closed nominally at $1.00 for No. 2 
cash, with seller September heid at 90c. Hogs 
were quiet and unchanged at $6.20@6.45 for 
light and at $6.00@6.75 for heavy. Cattle ruled 
firm, with sales at $2. 5026. A. 

Dry goods were reported quiet, with prices 
steady. Boots and shoes were dull, and the 
movement in clothing, millinery, and coguate 
lines was also of a restricted character, though 
values were generally well supported. Grocer- 
ies were moving in a liberal way, and were stead- 
ily held. Sugars continne active, and at Tues- 


| day’s modified prices the feeling was steady. 


There was not much movement in coffees. In 
the market for dried fruits there was little 
change, quotations—excepting an advance in 
pitted cherries of le—remaining as before. Fish 
were unchanged. Canned fruits continue ac- 
tive and advanclag. Nothing new was noted in 
the oil market beyond an advance to le in 74 
deg. gasoline. Pig-iron was quoted quiet and 
unchanged. Coal remains dull at 57.27.50 for 
anthracite. 

There was little change to note in the hay 
market, prime grades holding firm at the ad- 
vance.while the poorer kiudswere not called for. 
Broom-corn continues active at the prices of the 
past month. Grease and tallow are dull, occa- 
sional sales showing uo change in quotations. 
Green fruits were active, berries selling a trifle 
lower, and apples and foreign fruits remaining 
unchanged. Hides and wool are dull. the former 
especial so excapt for No. Is, which are very 
scarce. Potatoes were steady at 52,50 per bri. 
Seeds were active outside of the trading in flax- 
seed, which sold at2c decline from ‘Tuesday,— 
$1.16. Timothy August delivery) sold for $2.10, 
and the first ten days in August at $2.20 

Luke freights were dull, 244c being the rate 
reported on corn to Buffalo. Most of the room 
taken was steam,—aggregating 151,000 bu corn 
and 120,000 bu oats. 

Rail freights were quoted steady at l5e per 100 
Ibs on grain to New York, de to Philadeiphia, 
and le to Baltimore. Through to Liverpool was 
quoted at Wc per 100 lbs on grain and e on pro- 
vishone. There ‘is seme reason to think that 
these fgnres have beenextensively shaded. 

The aggregate receipts of wheat reported yes- 
terday at Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Louis, Toledo, 
and Detroit were 165,000 bu. The corresponding 
shipments were 117,000 bu. The shipments from 
New York, Baltimore, and Philadelphia were 
rot reported. 8

inspection and storage of that commodity. The 
rules provide for the mode of inspection, in 
which two grades only are established,—No. 1 
and rejected. — the former to consist of a sweet 
and reasonably sound berry, and the latter of 
shrunken, damp, moldy, or dirty seed. The 
charges for inspection, to be regulated by the 
Board of Directors, shall be paid by the seed 
(seller or Owner) on seed inspected from cars or 
into warehouses, and by the seller when inspect- 
ed from warehouses. It is established as a reg- 
ulation of the trade that flaxseed shall be boucht 
and sold on the basis of pure seed, and all seed 
testing over 7 per cent of impurities 
shall be subject to the following deduc- 
tions from the purchase price—to-wit: On seed 
testing over 7 per cent of impurities, a deduc- 
tion of 4c per bushel for each I per cent of im- 
purities, or fraction thereof over 7 per cent, ap 
to a test of 16 per centof impurities, and an ad- 
ditional deduction of one-half of Ii per cent per 
bushel for each Ii per cent of impurities or frac- 
tion thereot over 15 percent. - 

“The fees for inspecting flaxseed are estab- 
lished as follows: For inspecting flaxseed into 
store, 50 cents per car-lo&d, or fraction of a car- 
load. For inspecting flaxseed trom store to 
vessels in bulk, 30 cents per 1,000 bushels; to 
cars, in bulk or bags, 50 cents per car-load in 
cases where the shipment is of less than 10 cars: 
for 10 or more cars in one shipment, the fees 
shall be 50 cents per 1,000 bushets, whether 
in bulk or bags. In cases where the seed is 
billed through, and inspected in transit, if in 
bulk the fee for inspecting shall be 50 cents per 
car-load, if in bags, and the iuspector is allowed 
to sample each bag witha seed-tryer, the fee 
shall be $1 per car; in case he is desired to and 
does open each bag and sample the seed with a 
large seed-tryer, the fee shall be two cents per 
bag. The certificate of inspection in such cases 
to state the manner in which the sampling was 
done. 

For weighing flaxseed, delivered at buyers’ 
warehouse, in bags or in bulk, the buyer fur- 
nishing the necessary handiing labor, the 
charges shall be 3) cents per car-load, or frac- 
tion of a car-load, to be paid by the buyer. who 
shgil be authorized to deduct one-half of such 
charge from the seller's invoice.”
